PLASTERING 


Under this heading we give you the square yards of plaster- 
ing surface, or if you use wallboard, the square yards of 
surface to be covered. The yardage includes all walls and 
ceiling surface. It does not include walls for any attached 
garages. All openings are included in figures such as doors 
and windows to allow for cutting and waste of your plaster 
base, such as rocklath, or wallboard. 


CHIMNEYS 


Chimneys and fireplaces are sometimes shown on our plans 
to suggest a practical location. Since we do not cut the 
openings in our homes for them, you can change the location 
or omit them entirely if preferred. The amount of material 
required for chimneys is as follows: 


One 8” x 8” flue chimney, 30 bricks to each foot of height. 
Two 8” x 8” flue chimney, 50 bricks to each foot of height. 
One 8” x 12” flue chimney, 35 bricks to each foot of height 
Two 8” x 12” flue chimney, 60 bricks to each foot of height. 


For mortar allow “2 bbi. cement and 2 cu. yd. sand for 
each 1000 bricks.
